'CHINAMAN TALKS

Li Chaku, After Study in 
Japan, Sees Difficalty in 
Path of His Own Country, 
and Gives Views.

Li Chaku, fermerly Chinese represen- 
tative in Japan, who has been studying 
‘constitutional questions in that country 
for the past three years, is now about to 
jreturn to Pekin, says the London Tele- 
‘graph. In an interview published by a 
|Japanese journal he is stated to have 
| said that there are great difficulties in 
‘China’s path with reference to the ques- 
tion of the constitution. —ue has to de- 
cide, in the first place, what powers shall 
be delegated to the provincial assem- 
blies, and in what manner the exercise 
of these powers can be harmonized with 
the authority of the viceroys and gov- 
ernors, | 

Then the important administrative 
function of taxation, which at present 
is intrusted solely to viceroys and gov- 
ernors, will have to be placed in the 
hands of the central government, in or- 
der to secure uniformity. Mr. Li 
not approve of the two-chamber system. 
To him it appears that the Upper House 
in Japan consists mainly of members 
who are not at all qualified to discharge 
levislative duties, while, on the other 
hand, the existence of su. i a Chamber 
greatly widens the range of the cabinet’s 
responsibility. 

A Ministry in Japan has to be respon 
sible to the kimperor, to the tlouse of 
Kepresentatives, and to the Chamber ot 
Peers, to sav nothing of the Elder States 
men and the Privy Council. There is no 
necessity, in Mr. Li’s opinion, for more 
than Chamber, if the manner 
electing its members is such as to se 
cure genuine representatives of the na 
tion's intelligence. At the time, 
ihe is evidently a great admirer of « -e 
elder and thinks that the 
want of such advisers is a serious defect 
in the Chinese policy.

| Tux humor in the circular that announces 
} to the world the reason for the celebration 
| that began in San Francisco at noon today 
‘is not to be ignored or belittled, for it is ndi- 
' eative of the glorious optimism that has raised 
/ a new and beautiful city out of the ruims 
of the old. “Don Gaspar de Portola (accent 
on the la, if you please), a captain of dra- 
eoons in the service of Ming Charles II]. of 
Spain,” it says, “was, in 1769, sent to take 
charge of the colony of California and to look after the bay of 
Monterey, which was known to exist. On that expedition he stum- 
bled into San Francisco bay. We have built a metropolis on that 
bay and naturally attach some importance to his discovery. So we 
mean to do him honor.” 

There was, nothing -particularly brilliant in) Don Gaspar’'s 
achievement. In view of all the circumstances he could not very well 
have avoided discovering San |trancisco” bay. ln justice to lis 
memory, it should be said that he was modest whenever he mentioned 
his discovery. And San krancisco is not striving to make him out 
a hero. On the contrary, it is behaving toward his memory in a 
perfectly rational manner. .\t the same time, however, it 1s taking 
all legitimate advantage of lis reappearance, by proxy, in the way ot 
calling the attention of humanity everywhere to the wonderful things 
the city has accomplished since it lay in ashes three vears ago. 

Don Gaspar—represented by Don Nicolas Antomio Covar- 
rubias—and Miss Virginia Bogue. “Queen of the Testival,” are 
central figures in the celebration, of course, and much of all that 1s 
spectacular init will be constructed around the legends and traditions 
of early Spanish days. But behind it all, and overshadowing 1t all, 
will be the fact of the rebuilt citv. “Will it ever rise again?” was 
the one question asked more than any other three years ago, when 
scarcely a vestige remained of what had been recognized for years 
as one of the handsomest cities in the country. The answer is now 
written all the way from the water front to the sandhills. It is no 
longer a matter in the future tense. 


' 


Wien the recent elections in Costa Rica 
ended with the victory of Jimenez, President 


Zelava of Nicaragua was generally thought he 

to be as near the realization of his ambition 

as was possible without declaring open war on Republi- 
quitas Again 


his rival, Cabrera of Guatemala. Indeed, by 
the results of those elections, Zelaya was 
able to look forward to controlling Costa 
Rican politics much as he has been controlling 
those of Honduras through President Davila. 
The union of Nicaragua, Honduras and Costa Rica under one actual, 
if not nominal, chief, was apt to arouse serious musgivings not only 
in Guatemaia and Salvador, but outside Central America. 

But Zelava was not to become dictator of the five republics. 
Jimenez election evidently marked the climax of Ins career. And 
as the brothers I:strada take place after place, hosts of Nicaraguan 
exiles are returning from every quarter to swell the “army of the 
redemption. Not only Nicaraguans, but exiles oftthe neighboring 
Honduras are returning home with the certainty that Zelava’s tall will 
radically change the situation in their own country, whether Davila 
stays or goes. The feeling in Costa Rica is characterized by the 
report that the partizans of the defeated candidate, Iglesias, are ready 
to yom the Nicaraguan revolutionists, while the Jimenistas, who are 
very numerous, are planning to set up a nulitary government. This 
report may be exaggerated, but of the connection between events in 
Nicaragua and in the neighboring republics there is no doubt what- 
ever. 

lt Zelavas tall is a matter of congratulation for the cause of 
peace and order in Central America, it would, for the same reason, be 
most unfortunate if President Cabrera ot Guatemala were encour- 
aged to render aid to the movement. [lis motive could only be of 
the most selfish kind and a successtul participation on the part of 
Guatemalan forces would simply strengthen his obnoxious influence, 
reviving old ambitions that Zelaya s supenor skill had effectively 
checked. 

There is one especially hopeful aspect of the present situation. 
It is that with the disappearance of the Zelaya regime, the progres- 
sive and populous republic of El Salvador will no longer find it-neces- 
sary to make common cause with the Cabrera regime in Guatemala, 
and the isolation of the latter must finally lead to the removal of the 
last barrier to enduring retorms throughout Central .\merica.

Dry -Farming smaller number than that were practising tt. 
The first dry-tarming congress was held in 

Congress Denver three vears ago, with only a handtul 

in attendance. .\bout 500 delegates attended 
the second congress in Salt Lake Citv two 
vears age. At the close of the third congress, held in Chevenne one 
vear ago, the number of members enrolled was about 1200. 9 The 
fourth congress will be held in Billings, Mont., trom the twenty-sixth 
to the twenty-eighth of the present month, and it is beheved that the 
membership represented will be between seven and eight thousand. 

Originally the Movement was confined to those states that had 
most occasion for resorting to any process that promised to overcome 
the lack of rain. The membership at the present time is not onl) 
large and growing rapidly in New Alexico, Wyoming, Nebraska, 
Montana, and other states where large tracts ot arid land are to be 
found, but it extends to Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, New Jersey, Maryland, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
einia, New York, Ohio, District of Columbia, Louisiana and Illinois, 
and into Canada, Mexico, .\usiraha, British South Africa, Hungary, 
Turkey and Brazil. 

The object of the annual congresses is twofold—to spread the 
good news about dry-tarnung broadcast and to correct misstatements 
concerning it and misrepresentations of its accomplishments. Aluch 
more 1s known popularly now than was the case a vear ago.

Aden. It might appear incongruous that at 

a time when the Mohammedans of India are asserting their lovalty 
to British rule with remarkable force, the Anur of Afghantstan, a 
Moslem prince of no mean power, should openly prepare for warlike 
contingencies. But the fact is that he profoundly resents as myutt- 
ous to his influence and interest the conclusion of the Anglo-Russian 
entente which so unceremomously allotted his domain to the British 
sphere. This is natural enough in view of the importance attributed 
by England to his good will as long as the Anglo-Russtan rivalry 
kept up the invasion bogey. Since the reconciliation between the two 
empires, the Afghans occupation is gone, and with. it, doubtless, a 
fine source of revenue. That Habibullah Khan suspects a secret 
clause in the Anglo-Russian entente directed against .\fghan ince 
pendence is. also plausible. At any rate, it is a good excuse for arm- 
ing his subjects. The temper of .\fghanistan is usually seen in the 
conditions of Indias northwest trontier and the latest news from 
Peshawur speaks of growing restlessness among the Waziris, who are 
strongly influenced by a notorious mullah known to be in touch with 
Nabul. 

But the tact that tor the first time since the reagn of the Amu: 
masterful father, Abdur Rahman Khan, the Afghan people are 
arms, has a bearing on the domestic situation as well. The Amu 
has a brother of some ability and much ambition, Nasrullah Khan, 
who is taking tull advantage of the sovereign s weakness tor delegat- 
ing the government to Ins court and 1s rapidly making himself a 
decisive tactor in .\fghan attairs. Many see in him the future ruler. 
His leanings toward the Mohammedan priesthood are viewed with 
misgivings m India as pointing to a possible appeal to religious 
fanaticism. Nasrullah Khan has been credited with far-reaching 
plans tor restoring ancient Afghan prestige, sword tn hand, and as 
iatters stand today in India, he could very hkely count on a rising, 
not of Mohammedans but ot Hindus, should he cross the Indian 
border. He would thus find himself in opposition to his own co- 
religionists, whose loyalty to Great Britain, springing trom self- 
interest, could hardly be shaken by an Afghan adventure. 

However, now that the Afghan people are armed, they can no 
longer be ignored, and either of the two brothers, or both of them. 
nay find that in preparing a warlike instrument they have raised 
themselves a master.

Australia never 
before witnessed such a gathering of promi- 
nent business men from all parts of the 
immense British empire, while the delegates 
were amazed by the signs of present pros- 
perity and tufture greatness that they saw in 
their railroad journeys over thousands of 
niles through pastoral and agricultural regions, their visits to the 
flourishing cities on the coast, their inspection of the most modern 
of agricultural colleges, of vast irrigation schemes, and of rich 
mines. Why do not people pour into this promised land.as they 
did years ago when they were attracted by gold? A number of the 
delegates are urging another imperial conference to deal exclusively 
with the immigration problem—since without an adequate increase 
in \ustralia’s population, drawn as much as possible from the 
British isles, the defense scheme will always have but a limited 
value—and the idea is advanced to organize an Australian syndicate 
on the model of the Canadian Pacific that shall purchase land and 
settle immigrants. 

Three points have been brought out very strongly by the con- 
gress: Tl irst, imperial preference 1n Austraha depends entirely on 
the British manufacturer; second, ustraha ts intensely and enthusi- 
astically loyal to Britain and the empire; third, the Canadian dele- 
gates have won the chief honors. The first point is of the utmost 
Mportance, since the chef question is, of course, to what extent the 
congress, with its overwhelming vote in favor of imperial preference, 
has affected and will tend to modify the hitherto negative attitude 
of Australia. There is no doubt that the solid vote of the Canadians 
and South .\fricans made a strong impression, and although the 
Indian vote was unfavorable, the fact was not overlooked that the 
recent referendum had shown 90 per cent of the leading merchants 
of India, Burma and Ceylon as favoring mutual preference of 
British products within the empire. 

It is claimed that, despite the negative or, at least neutral, atti- 
tude of the Sydney, Melbourne, Adelaide and Fremantle chambers 
of commerce, and especially the coldness of some big Australian 
papers, there is a growing movement in favor of preferential trade 
that will clearly assert itself at the next congress to be held in India 
or South Africa. But on all sides there are loud complaints of the 
inadaptability of the British manufacturer, and it is felt that the 
crux of the question lies there; for what will preferential rates profit
